Blood Ran Faster 


For a time on that day, the 
blood ran faster in all of us. 
For minutes in that hour there 
were no small or unworthy 
thoughts. There is nothing more 
noble than man at his best, and 
for awhile that morning, all that 
yearns within us to be useful 
and worthy of life was riding with 
the calm and prepared young 
man in the marvelously complex 
capsule machine which some men 
had conceived in their minds and 
others had wrought with tools. 

“God has made man a little 
lower than the angels,” the 
Psalmist sang, and when Com- 
mander Shepard left the earth 
and returned to it again, we un- 
derstood better the meaning of 
that sentence, and something 
within us gave answer. 


Let us salute, therefore, man 
at his best. He often is. But, 
rarely do we see him so mag- 
nificiently presented with sky 
and space as a backdrop and all 
the hearts of his countrymen as 
his stage. 

And let us salute, too, the 
Russian, Yuri Gagarin. Let us 
forget for the moment his politics 
and the cause he serves. Let us 
greet him, too, as a man who 
played well that role. Alan Shep- 
ard and he as individuals make 
us proud and enable us to un- 
derstand there are many wonder- 
ful things in the scheme of God’s 
creation, but the most wonderful 
of all ig man. 

Commander Shepard controlled 
his spacé craft. He, himself, used 
his brain and his training to 
explode the critical retarding 
rockets. He, too, had time to 
note that earth of land and sea 
and sun is. beautiful. He also 
reported from space to earthlings 
far below that all was well, that 
the myriad of dials, valves, 
wires, pumps, compressors, bat- 
teries, and the dozens of record- 
ing devices were functioning to- 
gether in the manner of a vast 
mechanical symphony.

Alan Shepard was a prepared |

God alone knew 
what was outside. The invisible 
forces which physicists and math- 
ematicians chart were pounding 
at his capsule.

The patrol listed nine persons 
killed at Howe, eight miles south

HITS DOVER, ARK. 


Another tornado struck Dover, 
Ark., near Russellville, Ark., 
about 125 miles east of Poteau, 
killing one person and injuring 
three in a farm house. 


Killed was Mrs. Robert Hot- 
tinger, 55. Her husband, 58, and 
their two daughters, whose names 
were not learned immediately, 
were taken to a clinic in Dover. 


State police said reports from 
the remote area said the funnel 
struck only one house. 


Approximately 40 houses in 
Howe were destroyed or damaged. 
Only three farm houses in Rich- 
eirt were hit. Two churches were 
destroyed and a third blown off 
its foundation at Howe.

Shepard Did It 


CAPE CANAVERAL—One of the men most 
excited to see Alan Shepard’s rocket flight was 
a German. He wasn't Wernher 
either, although that scientist pronounced himself “deeply pleased” 
by Shepard’s success in the rocket he helped develop. This was just a 
German newsman, a radio newsman. 

Maybe the Japanese and the Latin Americans and the Englishmen 
who covered this event were excited, too. Any human being would 
have been left breathless by this pioneering deed. The German just 
happened to be sitting right behind me. And he got so enthusiastic 
at points in his narration that the demanding German language proved 
too ponderous and he lapsed into something near to the unknown 
tongue. 

He was skidding along with guttural gasps right after the launch 
when I said to a scientist beside me, ‘“We’ve got a man in space. 

“Yes,” said the scientist, a project engineer on one of the Cape 
Canaveral pads, ‘‘and I wonder if he isn’t the first.” 

“Don't you credit Russia’s claims for Gagarin?”

The project engineer shrugged. “If they had kept their stories 
straight,’’ he said. “But they didn’t. I find it hard to take their word 


him by parachute.”’ 

My feeling is that it would be dangerous to assume Russia lied.

States also invited neutral observers of the internationally recognized 
accrediting agency for air. and space records, the Federation Aero- 
nautique Internationale. Jacques Allez, president of the FAI, was es- 
corted into the blockhouse and onto the launching pad so that he 
could see personally that Shepard was in the capsule. 

He stood here and observed the shot, listened to tapes of Shepard 
speaking from space, and therefore was ready immediately to enroll 
this American entry in the records of space. 

The FAI had no such invitation from Russia. It has delayed 
creditation of the Gagarin shot until the Soviets produce convincing 
documents from the all-Russian witnesses who say they saw it. 

The open ways of this free society are frequently inconvenient. 
But they were seen again here to be a source of true national strength.

Goldwater Speaks 


In Contradictions 


APPLETON, Wis.—The bad news of the last 
month has increased the strength of the Gold- 
water Republicans in the Midwest. Unemploy- 
ment and a slack economy at home and the 
defeats in Cuba and Laos have all encouraged the belief that some- 
thing is fundamentally wrong, and this, in turn, has provided a more 


sympathetic atmosphere for the conservative Arizona senator. 


He is appealing to their wist- 
ful longing for the past. He is 
offering simple solutions to com- 
plex problems at a time when 
the diversity of events increases 
the general desire for snappy 
and tidy answers. And he is 
encouraging the paradoxical be- 
lief that somehow it is possible 
to decrease the power of the 
federal government, cut the budg- 
et, and be tougher on the Com- 
munists all at the same time. 

He would blockade Cuba, which 
presumably means stopping Rus- 
sian ships carrying arms to Ha- 
vana, but he does not say what 
we should do if the Russians op- 
pose the blockade or what we 


should do if Russian submarines © 
‘ stopped U.S. ships carrying U.S. 


arms to Turkey. 

He is opposed to Communist 
expansion into the under-devel- 
oped countries, but voted against 
the Mutual Security Act of 1960 
and is generally hostile to all 
foreign economic aid except tech- 
nical assistance. 

He does not want to see the 
uncontrolled spread of nuclear 
weapons, but is against the ad- 
ministration’s disarmament and 
nuclear testing plans, and wants 
instead to withdraw diplomatic 
recognition from all Communist 
countries, including the Soviet 
Union. 

It is a fantastic. catalog of 
contradictions but it makes his 
followers feel good because it 
encourages them to believe that 


what is desirable is attainable 
and rests on illusions they have 
cherished ever since the begin- 
ning of the cold war. 


Among these illusions, which 
still underlie much ‘of the con- 
versation: one hears in this area, 
are the following: 

1. The United States should be 
able to enforce its policies any- 
where outside the Communist 
empire, and if it doesn’t, the 
fault must lie with somebody in 
Washington. 

2. The United States has the 
power to maintain bases all 
around the Communist camp, 
but the Communists better stay 
away from our door. 

3. Other countries have no 
right to use force to settle in- 
ternational disputes, but it’s all 
right for us to do so in Cuba or 
elsewhere whenever we think 
our interests are involved. 

4. The Allies should have 
enough sense to band together in 
an economic and political union, 
but it is ridiculous of them to 
suggest the same to us. 

Once these illusions are seri- 
ously discussed, even with many 
of Goldwater’s own supporters, 
they fall of their own. weight. 
But the administration has never 
made a serious effort to expose 
them, and as long as they are 
not challenged the frustrations of 
the present are bound to con- 
tinue, and cause Kennedy more 
and more trouble.

This one acci- 
dent would cause his premium to 
be increased over what it was 
last year—and this would apply for 
the next three years, providing 
his record will be PERFECT dur- 
ing that time. Is this fair? 

The National Bureau companies 
are the only ones using this new 
plan, so only about half of the 
autos are affected. Why would 
Cravey allow one group to use a 
gimmick to get increased reve- 
nue? Companies not subscribing 
to this ‘“‘safe driver plan’ evi- 
dently feel that they can come 
out all right without this. gim- 
mick.

Walking casually around in his 
silver space suit, with his helmet 
visor open, Shepard inspected 
the rocket which was coated with 
ice from the vaporizing liquid 
oxygen. Then he inspected the 
black capsule with markings 
“United States—Freedom 7.”” Next 
he climbed into the hatch feet 
first. A technician patted him on 
the bottom as he entered. He had 
to pick up his own left foot and 
draw it into the tight container. 
Then he slid slowly down into his 
contour couch. 


For a moment the garishly 
lighted launching pad, with its 
white missile nestled against an 
orange gantry, resembled the 
thrill-ride center on some gro- 
tesque carnival midway. 


CLOSED AT 6:10 A.M. 


At 6:10 a.m. the capsule hatch 
was closed on Shepard. A launch- 
ing was expected shortly after 7. 
But now a cloud cover began 
coating the blue sky. At 7:10 a.m., 
18 minutes before launch, a hold- 
up was ordered for weather obser- 
vation. 


The holdyp stretched to more 
than an hour. An inverter, a de- 
vice to convert electricity from 
direct to alternating current in 
the booster, was discovered faulty. 
It had to be replaced. A colonel 
called Shepard’s wife in Virginia 
and explained the delay to her. 
Shepard himself seemed unboth- 
ered by it. 


Counting started again at 8:40. 
“What would the Aztecs think of 
this rite,” an unsmiling gage 
said. A bobwhite whistled in the 
brush near the observation point. 

“‘Minus 24 minutes and counting. 
Booster telemetry is on,” the con- 
trol center man said. Then with 15 
minutes to go, computer trouble 
developed. 


“T minus 12. minutes. Capsule 
to internal power.” 


From inside the capsule came 
the calm response, “Roger.” 


*‘Minus 5 minutes and counting. 
Cutoff on center control please. 
Take it away.” 


“‘T minus 2 minutes and 40 sec- 
onds and holding.’ At this very 
last minute, a pressure regulator 
went haywire. Men in the block- 
house fixed it. 

“Two minutes.” The cherry 
picker, or escape tower, was with- 
drawn. Shepard lay alone now 
atop the naked rocket. A most 
painful suspense silenced every 
man watching now. ‘This was it, 
and hot prickles began at the 
nape of everybody’s neck, it 
seemed,’ but Shepard’s. 

“T minus 1 minute and count- 
ing. T minus 45 seconds. T minus 
four zero. FIRING COMMAND.” 

“Roger,” said Alan Shepard, 
quietly.

The departments offer technical job oppor- 
tunities in typesetting, photoengraving, stereo- 
typing and press operation. Although a high school 
graduate can qualify for many trainee Jobs, a tech- 
nical education is very helpful. An increasing 
number of graduate engineers are being employed 
in the production department.

Nursing Prepares 
For More Than 


Just a Career 


By JEAN ROONEY 


No other training prepares a girl for marriage 
and motherhood as well as nursing, Mrs. Elsie Fitz- 
gerald, Piedmont Hospital nursing official, believes. 


“All the characteristics of the good nurse fit the 
good mother,” the trim, attractive nurse says, “for 
instance, sympathy, tenderness, kindness, adaptabil- 
ity and maternal instinct. 


“Nurses used to be just elevated maids,” remem- 
bers Mrs. Fitzgerald, who heads the careers commit- 
tee of the State Nurses’ Association and the State 
League of Nursing. 

PRO STATUS 


But nursing is fast moving into a professional 
status, she says, and today it attracts aspiring young 
women into its ranks because salaries are growing 
comparable to those for teaching and other feminine 
professions. Duties are lightening, too. And education 
is gaining importance, the Atlantan says. 

As for remunerative rewards, a young nurse go- 
ing into general duty on a hospital staff makes about 
$280 a month starting salary. 


And she also probably gets her uniforms laund- 
ered free and her meals free while on duty, the ex- 
pert adds. | 

“Working hours are now 40 hours a week,” the 
nursing official reports, not the day and night hours 
of the old-fashioned nurse. 

DUTY LIGHTENED 


And night duty and weekend duty is usually not 


” as heavy as it used to be. 


Advancement comes quickest to the nurse who 
has a collegiate nursing degree, Mrs. Fitzgerald be- 
lieves. 

The collegiate course gives a girl a bachelor of 
science-in-nursing and runs the full four college years. 
Emory University and the Medical College of Georgia 
in Augusta are the only Georgia schools giving this 
degree. 

Nursing diploma courses are offered in about 14 
nursing schools attached to hospitals over the state, 
she says. Five of these are located in the Atlanta area.

ants urge Adina to read them the 
story’ of how Tristan softened 
Isolde’s heart with a love potion 
(“Della crudele Isotta”). Up 
swaggers Sgt. Belcore at the 
head of his troop. His conceit 
amuses Adina; he proposes mar- 
riage (“Or se m’ami’’), and she 
promises to consider the offer. 
Adina orders refreshments for 
the men. When she is alone with 
Nemorino, she advises him he 
would be better off caring for 
his ailing uncle than mooning 
over her, because -she is fickle 
(“Chiedi all’aura lusinghiera’’). 

In the village Dr. Dulcamara 
arrives in a balloon and sells the 
excited citizens a patent medicine 
allegedly capable of curing al- 
most anything (‘‘Udite, o rus- 
tici’”). When they leave, Nemo- 
rino asks Dulcamara whether he 
has an elixir of love (‘‘Avreste 
voi, per caso”). The charlatan 
takes Nemorino’s last gold piece 
for a bottle of Bordeaux, on 
which he proceeds to get drunk. 
He is so sure of his love powers 
that he snubs Adina when she 
appears (“‘Esulti pur la _bar- 
bara’). To punish him, she flirts 
with Belcore, who persuades her 
to marry him at once. Nemorino, 
horrified, begs her to wait one 
more day (Adina, credimi’’), 
but she instead invites the entire 
village to her wedding feast. To 
the taunts of the peasants 
(““Vedete un po’”), Nemorino 
rushes away, moaning that the 
elixir has ruined him. 


Act II. At Adina’s home. 


The pre-wedding supper is in 
progress (‘Cantiamo, facciam 
brindisi’’). Dr. Dulcamara, as the 
self-appointed master of cere 
monies, sits with the bridal 
couple. The doctor suggests he and 
she sing a barcarole about a lady 
gondolier and her wealthy suitor 
(“Io son ricco e tu sei bella’) 
Then she goes with Belcore to the 
next room to sign the bans; the 
guests disperse. Remaining to 
eat, Dulcamara is besieged by 
Nemorino for another bottle of 
elixir; the young man has no 
money and is rejected. Belcore 
returns, irritated because Adina 
has delayed the ceremony till 
nightfall. He asks Nemorino why 
he is so sad; the youth explains 
his financial plight, and Beleore 
persuades him to join the army 
in order to win a bonus (‘‘Venti 
scudi!’’). Belcore leads Nemorino 
off to sign the papers. 


On the square, the peasant girls 
learn from Giannetta that Nemo- 
rino’s uncle has died and left 
him a fortune ‘(‘Possibilissimo, 
non e probabile!’’). Still tipsy, 
he reels in unaware of his inheri- 
tance, and is showered with atten- 
tion. He believes the elixir has 
worked (‘‘Dell’elisir mirabile’’). 
Adina and Belcore arrive in time 
to view the scene. Already angry 
that he has sold his freedom to 
Belcore, she is doubly furious. 
Dulcamara tells Adina Nemorino’s 
popularity is the work of the love 
potion. She replies that she will 
win him back with feminine 
charms, and exits with the doc- 
tor. In a quieter mood, Nemorina 
enters and laments on the tear he 
has seen on Adina’s cheek (“Una 
furti va lagrima’’), but when she 
returns, he feigns indifference. 
She tells him she has bought his 
enlistment papers because she 
loves him (“Prendi, per me sei 
libero”). When Belcore returns, 
he finds Adina affianced to 
Nemorino. Accepting events 
philosophically, he declares that 
thousands of women await him. 
Spreading word of the supposed 
power of the elixir, Dulcamara 
sells many more bottles. (“Ei
